Point, Queens, New York. 
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■ BELOCK advised that ho never hired anyone at 
Reeves whose communist affiliations were known to him 
at the time of hiring. 

With regard to MORTOK SOBELL and mX ELITCHER, 
BELOCK stated that he learned from the Navy that they 
were suspected of being GomrauntstSjbut that he had never 
had any indication from either, that they were even 
“radically inclined”, 

BELOCK stated that if he had learned that any 
of his employees were Communists or suspected Communists, 
he immediately took steps to release them.

BELOCK as being intelligent and industrious and BELOCK 
told him that he could have a fob at Reeves v;henever 
he wanted it. • BELOCK recalled that vhile ELITCHER 
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waa working in Now York on bohalf of the Navy, he 
' visa ted BBLOCK at Reoves and asked him for a job. 

BBLOCK said that ho accepted him and that later, dtsrlng 
1948* he i^*et ELIiCHSR at a pier in New York City. 

BELOCK explained that he had just returned from 
■burope and that SLITCHER was engaged on a job aboard 
the USS Mississippi wMch wais docked at an adjoining 
pier* 


ELITCrfiR knevi that BELOCK was di).e to return 
on the Queen Mary. VHien the Queen Jlary docked, 

ELITCHER visited the pier and found BELOCK aboard. 

At thin time, ELITCHER told BELOCK that he was 1b aving 
the Bu:oeau of Ordnance and a definite time was set 
to begin his employment at Reoves, 

BELOCK added thut he never had any idea 
that ELIICHER was affiliated vji1;h the Comnunists until 
sometime during 1949 or 1950, v;hon the Navy refused 
him clearance. BELOCK added that he vjas surprised 
to learn this. o.s he considered ELITCilER one of the 
most industrious employees at Reeves. Bi-LOCK stated 
that ho mot MORTON SO BELL during a visit to the 
General Electric Company rind that he was highly impressed 
with SOBELL’S skill. "Wlion starting at Reeves, BELOCK 
personally requostod SOBELL to work for him. 

BELOCK added that SOBELL’S wife, HELEN, was 
also an employee of Reoves and that ho had no idea either 
were Communists. Ha said that to him both appeared 
to be loyal citizens.

1. ! Activities of JULIUS ROSENBERG 
- Espionage Ring 


DAVID GREENGL.ASS and Ms wife, RUTH 
GREENGLASS, have stated that they were recruited into 
a Soviet espionage apparatus by JULIUS ROSENBERG, 
brothor-in-law of DAVID GREENGLASS. DAVID GREENGLASS 
is presently serving a[ fifteen year sentence at the 
Lewisberg Penitentiary; for transmitting certain 
classified data relating to the Atomic Bomb Project at 
Los Alamos, Now MexicO;, to HARRY GOLD, a confessed Soviet 
spy now serving a thirty year sentence for espionage. 

On April 6, 1951, JULIUS ROSENBERG and 
his wife, ETHEL, received the death penalty in the 
Federal Court, Southern District of New York, for 
conspiracy to commit espioni^ge against tho United States. 

DAVID and RUtK GREENGLASS learned throu^i 
conversations with JULIUS ROSENBERG, during the period of 
I9I4.6 to 1950 , that he was extensively engaged in Soviet 
espionage. In connection with this activity, ROSENBERG 
was using an apartment in the Greenwich Village Section 
of Now York, and an apartment in the vicinity of 12th 
Street and Avenue B, Now Yoiik City, for the purpose of 
microfilming of documents and espionage contacts. 


MiiX ELITCKER, acJroitted former member of 
the Communist Part^, Washington, D* C. , from 1939 to 
the summer of 194®, has advised that JULIUS ROSENBERG 
approached him in June, 1944 for bhe purpose of 
recruiting ELITCJiER into Soviet espionage. ROSENBERG 
wanted ELITCHER to furnish ihforraation obtained throu^ 
his position at the United States Navy Dept., Washington, 
D.C. ELITCHER has stated that he declined to furnish any 
Information to ROSENBERG.
